A Board of Beautification was 
named by Mayor Partney dur¬ 
ing Monday night’s city council 
session to work with a staff 
from the University of Illinois 
for development of a program 
for Granite City to be financed 
with federal funds. 

Mayor Partney, whose selec¬ 
tion of the initial six membere 
was approved by the council, 
said the board's first' task will 
be the development of plans for 
beautification of the entrances 
to the city, along the new drain¬ 
age ditch under construction 
and along Madison avenue from 
16th street to 20Hh Street by the 
steel miill fence. 

Council Member Whitmjeir 
suggested the board also start 
a program for replacement of 
the thousands of trees on city 
property removed by the street 
department over the past sev¬ 
eral years. He recommended a 
uniform planting to add to the 
beauty of the city.

Because of the decreasing 
use of trains, next month’s Spe¬ 
cial Inaugural Train on Jan. 18 
is Jikely to be the last, accord¬ 
ing to Wayman Presley of Ma- 
kanda. Ill., who is managing 
the trip to Washington for the 
President’s inauguration. 

"This will be the 16th ex¬ 
cursion train we have managed 
since 1960,” Presley said, "and 
from present indications it may 
be our best one as well as our 
last to an inauguration.’’ He 
said it could be that the public 
senses this because reservations 
are being received early and 
rapidly. With a month to go, 
the train already is more than 
half reserved, Presley said. 

With completion of the inter¬ 
state highway system scheduled 
for 1972, there probably will be 
no rolling stock available for 
any future special inaugural 
trains, he noted. In fact, there 
are many who feel today that 
few if any passenger trains will 
operate beyond 1972. 

The Nixon Inaugural Special 
will leave St. Louis at 9 a.m. 
Jan. 18 and pick up passengers 
at Carlyle, Salem, Flora. Olney, 
Lawrenceville, Vincennes and 
Seymour. It will discharge its 
passengers in Baltimore and 
they will be transferred from

Council Studying 
Extensions for. 
Sewer Projects 


Taken under advisement by 
Granite| City council was a let¬ 
ter from S. M. Wilson Co. re¬ 
questing extensions of time for 
completing three phases of the 
storm \yater drainage system. 

The Contractor stressed that 
adverse j weather conditions as 
well as -the city’s d^iay in ob¬ 
taining easement for the large 
drainage ditch on Granite City 
Steel Co. property stalled the 
project and forced him to 
switch workers from two other 
sections of the project to speed 
up work on the ditch. 

M. E. Wilson, contractor, 
said the ditch project was de¬ 
layed 67 days because the city 
failed to get the large ease¬ 
ment, and 25 days because of 
the weather—-a total of 92 days. 

Installation of. the 96-inch \ 
drainage pipe in the area of 
Victory drive was delayed five 
days for easement problems 
and additional days by the 
weather and revisions in the 
work force to speed up the open 
drainagej ditch. A total of 43 
added work days was re¬ 
quested. 

For the other phase of the 
project — the installation of 
smaller lines throughout the 
city—the contractor is request¬ 
ing an additional 64 days. He 
explained weather and the need 
to use workers assigned to this 
job to work on the major ditch 
caused (he delays. 

Engineer Says, “Justified” 

Project engineer M e r v i n 
Grant of the H. W. Lochner Co. 
told council members the exten¬ 
sions were justified. However, 
council members voted to refer 
the request to the Special Sewer 
Committee headed by Alderman 
Bartosialk to meet with the con¬ 
tractor and engineer. 

Mayor Partney urged imme¬ 
diate action on the contractor’s 
request, pointing out that one 
phase of the contract calls for 
a Dec. 26 completion date, and 
any delay in granting the, exten¬ 
sion might result in a tie-up of 
federal funds from the Housing 
and Urban Development agen-1 
cy. I 

Engineer Grant was called 
upon several times to repeat j 
his recommendation for grant-; 
ing the extension, as aldermen 
criticized the numerous exca-, 
vations along the streets. He I 
emphasized the stall because of 
the delay in getting the ease¬ 
ment. He added that many of I 
the excavations have to remain 
until the ditch is completed 
and tie-ins can be completed to 
divert storm water. 

Bartosiak commented that he 
was aware of the easement and 
weather problems but believed 
the committee should study the 
number of days extension re¬ 
quested. 

When Partney asked the en¬ 
gineer once again if he would 
recommend the fime extensions 
and the engineer answered, 
"Yes,” Moerlien called for the 
vote on referring the letter to 
the committee. “Let the com¬ 
mittee make the recommenda¬ 
tion,” !he said.

Constructive State Attitude on Hillside 
Drainage, Constitution Convention Sites 

As he prepares to begin his duties as 
governor of Illinois, Richard B. Ogilvie has 
taken two praiseworthy stands. 

After indicating in the campagn his sup¬ 
port for certification of the state as the local- 
level sponsor for federally-assisted hillside 
drainage improvements in this region, the goV- 
' ernor-elect has referred the plan to his legisla¬ 
tive counsel, William Hanley, for study in 
developing 1 969 legislative proposals for Gen¬ 
eral Assembly consideration. 

An estimated 85,000 acres would be pro¬ 
tected from flooding through bluff area drain¬ 
age financed primarily by the U. S. However, 
the non-federal share would cost several million 
dollars, and there is no agency below the state 
level which could raise the money in an equit¬ 
able manner from those who would benefit. 

Mr. Ogilvie also has said he favors Illinois 
constitutional convention delegates convening 
in not one but perhaps a half-dozen locations at 
various times in order to take testimony from 
those who wish to suggest wording or objec¬ 
tives of a new constitution. He mentions state 
university campuses as possible sites. 

... If a new constitution is to have much 

chance of public approval, there must be a free 
exchange of ideas between delegates, citizens 
and officials, with widespread public confi¬ 
dence in the soundness and adequacy of the 
tentative constitutional provisions that result. 
The proposal for a series of sessions in different 
parts of Illinois coul<l go a long way toward 
attracting such support.

Expense Account Probe Shows Value of 
Electing a ‘New Broom* Periodically 

Have some state employees been goug¬ 
ing taxpayers by padding their expense 
accounts? We don’t know, but we have con¬ 
fidence that William J. Scott. Illinois attorney 
general-elect, will fairly determine any abuses 
that have occurred, and sue to recover lost 
funds where justified. The investigator he has 
appointed, former State's Attorney Ackerman 
of Sangamon county, has a record of success 
and expertise in such probes. 

The Better Government Association has 
erted practices, particularly in the Department 
of Financial Institutions, that appear to war¬ 
rant study. 

Among the alleged tactics is mass pur¬ 
chase of round-trip railroad tickets for which 
the state picked up the tab; in reality, these 
were for transportation between Chicago and 
Springfield offices, on the one hand, and the 
home towns of. employees, on the other hand. 
A “Working headquarters" designation for 
homes was used in such cases. Even U. S. 
Senators are restricted to rigid limitations in 
such travel, but apparently not certain state 
employees. 

It is not necessary to charge widespread 
corruption to. justify such an investigation; 
scattered instances of inappropriate conduct 
can and undoubtedly do occur in many admin-, 
ietrations without the knowledge of elected 
officials. 

But human nature and politics being what 
they are, the situation bolsters the argument for 
an occasional change in state officeholders. No 
one official is indispensable, and “a new broom 
sweeps clean."

Russia Resurgent — The Rus¬ 
sian Bear is no longer emitting 
friendly grunts of detente. Thor¬ 
oughly aroused; by near-revolu- 
tton on his very doorstep—and 
the gateway to his heartland— 
by the Czech stirrups for free¬ 
dom in the summer of 1968, he 
will not risk any “repeat per¬ 
formance” in 1969.

Even though the Fed now 
gives signs of having moved to 
lessen the money rise from 
gusher rate to a more gentle 
flow, the floods of prior months 
will continue to seep through 
business and financial channels

the same” during the first 
half of the year: 

Higher price tags, further 
wage raises in excess of 
productivity gains, contin¬ 
ued up-pressure on costs all 
around, and the inexorable 
fattening of the tax burden 
—not alone from the peren¬ 
nial upsweep of state and 
local levies, but also from 
the substantial step-rate in 
Social Security charges. 

Indeed, inflation is still 
incubating. The virus is 
virulent. 

The antitoxin is known. But 
the political medicos who will 
administer it have not yet come 
forth. 

Number One Problem — Mr. 
Nixon knows that inflation is 
the one force that can destroy 
this nation—financially, moral¬ 
ly, even militarily. 

He also knows that to move 
aggressively against it could 
plunge the U.S. into a depres¬ 
sion. The latter state might be 
worse than the former. 

It seems likely, then, that he 
will move slowly against the 
incubus of perpetually climbing 
. costs and prices. 

FdHunately, t h e incoming 
Pi^sident has the advantage of 
the anti-inflationary moves 
made in the late days of Presi¬ 
dent Johnson’s tenure. We ex¬ 
pect that he will move cautious¬ 
ly to augment these. 

As a result, we look for no 
spectacular attack on the coun¬ 
try’s number one enemy in the 
opening days of Nixon’s office. 

That means there will be fur¬ 
ther portents of inflation early 
next year . . . later in 1909 you 
can look for many signs of a 
topping off, even maybe some 
deflationary signals. 

STRONG START 
FOR DOLLAR 

Unlike a year earlier—when 
the dollar was under world sus¬ 
picion and attack — the “good 
ole buck” will start 1969 with a 
halo over it. 

The big bad wolf—President 
de Gaulle of France—who led 
an all-out offensive against the 


dollar in 1967 and early 1968, is 
now pretty “dead” insofar as 
any lethal threat to it in 1969 
is concerned. 

His own franc had to have a 
good many blowout patches ap¬ 
plied at the end of 1968 to keep 
it rolling. 

It is not that the dollar has 
gained any real fundamental 
strength in recent months; 
rather it is that the pound and 
the franc got £0 weak that, by 
contrast, the dollar gained 
stature. 

Excellent cooperation with the 
U.S. by Germany has caused 
the deficit in our international 
payments to all but disappear. 
Then, too, our. nation did move 
toward fiscal restraint when it 
enacted the surtax. 

Finally, with the pound sick 
and the franc tottering, the 
other stable currency areas 
such as the German, Swiss and 
Dutch just did not have suf¬ 
ficient size and room to accom¬ 
modate all those financial refu¬ 
gees who might have been seek¬ 
ing shelter. 

Could Be Only Temporary— 
But it is too early yet to crow. 
Our dollar may still fall victim 
to a recurrence of the persistent 
weakness in our international 
payments position mat has 
marked our relationship with 
the rest of the Free World for 
90^J of the last two decades. 

Actually the final-half 1968 
strength in our balance of pay¬ 
ments has not been the result 
of an improvement in our_trade 
or payments position. 

Its good health then was more 
apparent than real . . . resulting 
from financial transactions, cap¬ 
ital movements toward our 
shores — some of them flights 
from the currency ills of Eu¬ 
rope, some for speculation in 
our stock markets, some 
“deals” between our Treasury 
and Germany to keep the mark 
from getting too strong and the 
dollar too weak. 

Barring cataclysmic develop¬ 
ments on the military front, the 
dollar should occasion us no 
great concern in 1969. 


However, the Babson predic¬ 
tion still stands . . . that. the 
dollar may be living on proba¬ 
tion, even on borrowed time, if 
the new Administration lets 
prices and costs run wild . . . 
or even If it cracks down too 
hard on inflation, touching off 
a recession. 

The things it must do: 

(1) Keep the federal bud¬ 
get close to balance. 

(2) Persuade the money 
managers to maintain a 
moderate, not too stimulat¬ 
ing increase in the money 
stock. 

(3) Crack down on specu¬ 
lative excesses. 

(4) Curb the underlying 
causes of our deficits in in¬ 
ternational payments . . . 
namely, faltering exports, 
soaring imports, non-com¬ 
petitive (with ‘Nations 
abroad) prices and costs 
which are the faults of both 
business and management 
leaders). 

The dollar is now in the “eye” 
of a tremendous national and in¬ 
ternational inflationary hurri¬ 
cane. Its respite will be but 
temporary. 

To bring it through the 
“other side” in late 1969 or 1970 
will be a Herculean task for the 
new Administration. ' 

Indeed, Mr. Nixon and his ad¬ 
visers will have to do a veri¬ 
table “tightrope act” above the 
Scylla of inflation on the one 
side and th6 Charybdis of disin¬ 
flation on the other; 1969 will 
witness the first scenes of the 
act. 

BUSINESS TO SCALE 
NEW PEAKS IN 1969 
The momentum built by ris¬ 
ing business volumes and pro¬ 
duction will surely carry the 
usual measurements of Gross 
National Product and the Fed¬ 
eral Reserve Index of Produc¬ 
tion onto new all-time high 
ground in the year 1969. 

But that is not the whole 
story. What you want to know 
is what the rate of gain will be 
and what the shape of the year, 
businesswise, will look like.

Carus Manuscripts on

State in 1967, after which he 
returned to his home country. 

The Pakistan government has 
allotted ground to Haider in the 
400-square mile capital Islam¬ 
abad, West Pakistan’s new cap¬ 
ital city now under construc¬ 
tion. There he plans to set up a 
poultry and vegetable farm 
workshop to teach trainable 
mentally retarded how to work 
on the country's farms.
